The elementary school library is coming 
into its own. No longer is it a question of 
whether or not this library is a frill without 
definite purpose; today the problem is how 
to get this most necessary and integral part 
of the educational program functioning to 
its full capacity. 

Effective libraries and library service for 
the high school have long been recognized 
and provided for in the school program. At 
the elementary level, the trend in recent 
years has been to provide library rooms in 
the new grade school buildings, but as en- 
rollment pressures mounted, there has also 
been a tendency to reduce library services 
by devoting the library room to classroom 
use. 

In West St. Paul we believe that the 
library is the central and most important 
resource center. We believe that while the 
library is a place in which to house books, 
pamphlets, audio-visual materials, and the 
like, one of its important functions is that 
of providing a central place from which to 
distribute them. Certainly these materials 
can serve their purpose only when they are 
readily available and when they can be 
placed in the hands of the teachers and 
pupils at the time they are needed. 

The most important single factor in an 
effective library program is the librarian. 
Not only must she have the requisite prepa- 
ration in the field of library science, but 
she must also be a master teacher in order 
to provide guidance and stimulation to the 
pupils who come to the library and to be 
able to offer direct help to the classroom 
teacher. 

We conceive the function of the librarian 
as being threefold: 

1. As supervisor of the material re- 
sources, which involves the selection, pur- 
chase, preparation, organization of the ma- 
terials, and generally making them acces- 
sible to both pupils and teachers. 

2. As consultant and advisor to the 
classroom teacher, with the responsibility 
for keeping her informed of the materials 
available for given units or other purposes, 
and making them readily accessible. This 
phase of the librarian’s work is one which

involves an understanding of the classroom 
teachers’ problems and the use of consider- 
able tact, patience and enthusiasm in assist- 
ing the teacher. 


3. As a teacher and guidance director 
for the pupils who come to the library. It 
is in discharging this function that the 
successful librarian most often calls upon 
her broad experience as a classroom teacher. 
There is no other place in the school system 
where so much service and assistance can 
be given to all types of pupils whether they 
are handicapped, gifted, or normal children. 
To handle each of these types of children 
and to adequately assist them in satisfying 
their needs is a real challenge to the ele- 
mentary school librarian. 


In 1943 West St. Paul took its first defi- 
nite step toward getting trained library per- 
sonnel. Miss Elizabeth Cauley was employed 
as junior high school teacher and librarian 
for the entire system. Prior to this time 
library books had been purchased and stored 
in the Sibley library and fixed collections 
were sent to the other school buildings. In 
addition all teachers could requisition the 
specific books they desired and these were 
kept as room collections for a_ specified 
period of time. 

In 1944 small basic book collections were 
established in each of the elementary 
schools, and again were supplemented by 
loan collections from the Sibley library. 
Teachers assisted in the selection of books, 
and mothers from the PTA’s helped in 
their circulation. In 1953 Miss Cauley ex- 
perimented with a plan that made it pos- 
sible for teachers to take a more active part 
in the selection of new books. She prepared 
a list of titles for possible addition and 
through an arrangement with a local jobber, 
these books were on display during the 
pre-school workshop for teachers. 

In the fall of 1956, Mrs. Evelyn Ness was 
employed as our first full-time elementary 
school librarian. Mrs. Ness, together with 
Mr. Andrew Wilson, our Director of Ele- 
mentary Education, and the various build- 
ing principals, began work on a full-fledged 
elementary library program for the school 
district. 
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The first decision that had to be made 
was that of determining what we wanted 
in the way of library service over a period 
of years and how many librarians would be 
needed to provide these services. 

The second problem was that of deciding 
whether we should set up a comprehensive 
program of library service and do as much 
on each phase as our limited personnel 
would permit, or to concentrate heavily each 
year on certain phases of the program. We 
chose to pursue the first course and believe 
that our decision was wise in that full im- 
plementation of the program then became 
a matter of providing sufficient personnel 
rather than that of continual revision of 
the program. 

Under the effective leadership of Mrs. 
Ness, the first year of the program was a 
busy one. Complete separation of the ele- 
mentary libraries from the high school was 
effected. The elementary librarian took over 
the acquisitioning of library materials and 
the processing of the book collections, and 
began a program of advising and consult- 
ing with the classroom teachers. A tem- 
porary central office for the elementary 
librarian was established in the new Men- 
dota school and larger library room facilities 
were provided in two of the smaller schools. 
The recataloging of books on hand and the 
processing of new books was a major task 
which was solved by asking for and getting 
the assistance of the elementary school secre- 
taries and the invaluable assistance of 
mothers from the respective PTA’s. 

Every opportunity was taken to explain 
the function of the elementary library at 
teachers’ meetings and at PTA meetings. 
Particular stress was placed on children’s 
interests and the manner in which the 
library could best serve to satisfy those 
interests. 

Bi-weekly circulation to the children was 
started except in the schools with small col- 
lections, where the circulation was made to 
the teachers. A limited library instruction 
program was started, and book lists for 
summer reading were prepared. Arrange- 
ments were made to open the libraries of 
two of the elementary schools during the 


summer to supplement the service already 
provided by the junior high school library. 
These are but a few of the activities of the 
first year program in the elementary schools. 


This school year a second elementary 
librarian, Mrs. Edith Henricksen, was em- 
ployed, and the effective ground work laid 
by Mrs. Ness became apparent. Although 
still under-staffed in the important work of 
providing professional library service, each 
class in the elementary school system this 
year is scheduled to be in the library from 
30 to 45 minutes per week. This is a time 
for browsing and free reading, for instruc- 
tion in the use of the library and its ma- 
terials, and for discussion about books and 
authors. 


Effective consultant service for classroom 
teachers has been accelerated by keeping the 
librarians informed of the units being 
taught at a given time. This has permitted 
them to suggest to the teachers the use of 
materials which can be currently helpful. 

Again this year we found that our pre- 
school display of new books was an ex- 
tremely effective means with which to 
acquaint teachers with appropriate materials 
and books to be considered for purchase. 


The effectiveness of a vigorous, well- 
planned library program is evidenced by the 
increasing number of requests for assistance 
being received from teachers and pupils. In 
order that this same enthusiasm can be 
maintained throughout our whole school 
system, our librarians in the junior and the 
senior high schools, the elementary librar- 
ians, and the audio-visual directors have 
voluntarily set up monthly meetings to co- 
ordinate their efforts and to resolve mutual 
problems. 


The West St. Paul school district is new 
and is plagued with the usual problem of 
limited financial resources, but it is amaz- 
ing what can be done if the function of the 
library program is defined, a long term pro- 
gram is established, and well-trained, ener- 
getic, resourceful librarians are employed. 
The most important of these factors is the 
librarian herself. We feel our library pro- 
gram is in good hands. 
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Book Exhibits in Minnesota Schools

The need to stimulate a greater interest 
in books for children and young people and 
the need to encourage more careful book 
selection for school libraries are two of the 
primary reasons why the State Library Divi- 
sion is promoting four types of book ex- 
hibits in the schools of Minnesota this year. 
Almost a thousand books are included in 
the four collections, most of them recent 
publications, and it is estimated that they 
will be seen by over 3,000 teachers and 
school librarians and more than 20,000 
pupils. 

One of these exhibits, which was started 
several years ago, is made up of the new 
books for elementary school children in- 
cluded in Adventures for All, the yearly 
bibliography prepared in the office of the 
school library supervisor for teachers in 
Minnesota’s small elementary schools. These 
books, which are the review copies so gen- 
erously furnished by the publishers, are dis- 
played by three State Department of Edu- 
cation supervisors at their county or multi- 
county meetings, fifty-five of which were 
held in the fall of 1957, involving about 
2,500 teachers. 

Books On Exhibit, a collection of new 
books in the juvenile field, selected by the 
children’s editors of twelve publishing firms 
and promoted by E. G. Wood, was used for 
the first time in twelve Minnesota schools 
during the school year 1956-57. In sponsor- 
ing this exhibit, the Library Division 
received generous assistance from the 
M.A.S.L., which furnished speakers for 
most of the fairs, one for children and 
young people, the other for groups of adults 
that included teachers, parents, school ad- 
ministrators, and school librarians. The suc- 
cess of this venture varied from school to 
school, depending in large measure on the 
enthusiasm and skill of the host librarian. 
Books On Exhibit is again on display this 
year, but the plan provides for an exhibit 
instead of a fair. Several schools will have 
the collection for about ten days, during 
which time teachers and librarians in the 
surrounding schools will be invited to come 
and see it. The schools that were selected 
this year are all fairly large ones, where the 


library is under the direction of one or more 
experienced professional librarians whose 
knowledge of books will enable them to 
provide some guidance to the people com- 
ing to the exhibit. 

The third exhibit collection is made up 
of the books included in the April, May, 
and September, 1957, issues of Minnesota 
School Library Materials, the monthly pub- 
lication of the Library Division, which is 
distributed to all schools and libraries in 
the state. These 150 new titles for children 
and young people are being made available 
this year to twelve relatively small schools 
in the middle-western part of the state and 
will stay in each school for one week. 


Again, one of the major reasons for ex- 
perimenting with this plan is to give teach- 
ers and librarians an opportunity to examine 
books before selecting them for purchase. 
Very few Minnesota towns have bookstores 
where new publications can be seen, and 
when teachers visit exhibits during MEA 
conventions there is no time to do more 
than take a hasty look at a few books. A 
selected collection that comes with an an- 
notated list and remains in the school for a 
week will give teachers and librarians more 
time to thoroughly examine the books, to 
read them, to discuss them, and to make 
comparisons with books already known. It 
will also permit teachers to think about 
these books in terms of children’s reading 
interests and schools’ curricular needs, and 
to consult reliable book selection guides. 

A collection of 180 books, selected for use 
with six units of A Guide for Instruction 
in the Language Arts, grades 7-12, makes 
up the fourth exhibit. Some of the books 
were listed in the bibliographies of this 
Minnesota curriculum guide, published in 
1956, while others are recommended titles, 
most of which were published in the past 
year. Mimeographed lists have been pre- 
pared for distribution to teachers. Nine 
schools, most of them having fully certified 
librarians, are scheduled to have this exhibit, 
but superintendents in forty-one smaller 
schools in the vicinity of the exhibit center 
have received an announcement from the 
school library supervisor explaining the pur- 
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poses of the exhibit, and the English teach- 
ers and librarians of these smaller schools 
have been invited to attend the exhibit in 
their area. 

All books for the two exhibits mentioned 
above are packed in heavy paper cartons 
furnished by the Hertzberg bindery, and 
most of them are covered with plasti-kleer 
jackets. Where a book title was already in 
use in another exhibit, duplicate copies were 
furnished either by the publisher or by 
St. Paul Book and Stationery Company. 


Whether the exhibits are accomplishing 
all of their objectives is not easy to deter- 
mine at this time. If we can judge by the 
reports received to date from the participat- 
ing librarians, the teachers and librarians 
are finding these exhibits valuable. Of one 
thing we are already sure; the enthusiastic 
response of the youngsters and the delight 
they have experienced wherever the books 
are shown are proof enough that Johnny 
wants to read if we offer him the chance to 
have a satisfying variety from which to 
choose. 


School Librarians’ Workshop

The Minnesota Association of School 
Librarians held its fifth biennial workshop, 
September 13-15, at Madden Lodge on Gull 
Lake near Brainerd. One hundred and 
seventy school librarians, representing all 
sections of the state and all levels of school 
librarianship, were in attendance. Included 
were three teachers of library science and a 
record attendance of ten men who have 
joined the school librarians this year. 

The conference program was concerned 
with two basic themes, “Materials Selection 
Policies and Procedures” and “Building 
Problems.” At the first general meeting on 
Friday afternoon Ann Patricia Callahan, 
Assistant Professor of Library Science at 
the University of Minnesota, stressed the 
need for a personal philosophy of librarian- 
ship that is written down, tested and 
amended. Following her talk, which 
blended inspiration with practical sugges- 
tions, workshop members were divided into 
eight groups. These groups, determined by 
the types of schools in which the librarians 
work, further discussed selection policies 
and procedures at their meetings on Friday 


afternoon and evening. MASL members 
serving as discussion leaders were Sylvia 
Christie, elementary school librarian, Minne- 
apolis; Alice Sussex, elementary school li- 
brarian, Moorhead; Donna Peterson, junior 
high librarian, Edina; Lylah Sanders, library 
science teacher, Gustavus Adolphus Col- 
lege; Janet Reeves, librarian, West High 
School, Minneapolis; Laila Sundstrom, 
Montevideo; Kathleen Sinner, Redwood 
Falls; and Ellen Stovring, Technical High 
School librarian, St. Cloud. 

On Friday evening Ruth Ersted, Minne- 
sota Supervisor of School Libraries, in re- 
viewing the progress of school library serv- 
ice in Minnesota during recent years, pro- 
vided MASL with “A Foundation on 
Which to Build.” Significant trends in li- 
brary development in Minnesota are indi- 
cated by the addition of 180 new or re- 
modeled school libraries since 1952, the 
creation of 63 new library positions since 
1947, the employment of 347 qualified 
school librarians in 1956-57, greater amounts 
of time provided for library service in the 
schools, and increases in library budgets and 
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expenditures of funds. Another event of 
significance is the addition of an assistant 
school library supervisor, Helen Lodahl, to 
the staff of the Library Division. For the 
immediate future, Miss Ersted emphasized, 
we must strive to achieve present goals 
stated in terms of services to be granted, 
and to recognize the urgent need for li- 
brarians to assume roles of leadership in 
their schools. 

The secondary level discussion groups, on 
Saturday morning, concerned themselves 
with an overview and discussion of the im- 
plications for the librarian of the Minnesota 
Guide for Instruction in the Language Arts. 
The elementary groups discussed many 
phases of elementary curriculum with which 
the school librarian needs to be familiar. 
The two groups combined at the second 
Saturday session to formulate and sum- 
marize their conclusions on materials selec- 
tion. Librarians were urged to formulate 
written statements of selection and buying 
policies for their libraries. The importance 
of using basic materials selection tools was 
stressed as was the need for librarians to 
read widely, wisely, and discriminately. It 
was emphasized that the library program 
for materials selection and evaluation must 
be coordinated with the total school pro- 
gram. 

Following the pattern established at pre- 
vious workshops, Saturday afternoon was 
devoted to recreation. Workshop members 
played tennis and golf, swam in the heated 
pool, enjoyed a pontoon boat ride, visited 
Lumbertown (a reconstructed pioneer lum- 
ber village), walked in the woods, or visited 
with friends. 

“Blueprints and Yardsticks; the School 
Librarian and the Building Program,” 
second theme of the conference, was pre- 
sented by Naomi Hokanson at the Satur- 
day evening meeting. Miss Hokanson stated 
that the world of today demands the imag- 
inative planning and systematic evaluation 
of education, a program in which the school 
library must play its part. A showing of 
the Remington Rand film, “Planning a 
School Library,” further helped to stimu- 
late the small group discussions which fol- 
lowed. Discussion leaders were Luverne 
Eckstrom, elementary school librarian, 
Minneapolis; Grace Nelson, elementary 
school librarian, Stillwater; Helen Bennett, 


high school librarian, Duluth; Olive Ron- 


holm, high school librarian, Mound; Lucille 
Helvig, Springfield; Naomi Bush, Winona; 
and Janet Newcomb, Madelia. 

Three combined discussion groups, the 
elementary, secondary, and kindergarten 
through twelfth grade, presented their sum- 
maries and conclusions at the Saturday 
morning meeting. All were agreed that 
there was a real need for the school librarian 
to be informed and ready to provide in- 
formation and leadership in the planning 
of library quarters, and to recognize the 
importance of postive public relations as a 
preliminary to library planning. 


The conference closed with a summary 
report by the evaluation committee com- 
posed of Jessie Parsons, elementary school 
librarian, Elk River; Cora Belisle, Henry 
High School librarian, Minneapolis; and 
Marion Welken, junior high librarian, 
Austin. Commended were the main speak- 
ers who “keyed” the conference and the 
opportunities provided for all to take part 
in small, well-planned discussion groups. 
Presented for consideration was the possi- 
bility of having more exhibits and_bibli- 
ographies (of materials selected by the 
group) at future workshops. 

Leadership of the conference was pro- 
vided by MASL president, Jane Strebel, and 
vice-president Mildred Green, who, as pro- 
gram chairman, was assisted by Patricia 
Brown, senior high school librarian, Rob- 
binsdale; Eleanor Cole, Ordean Junior High 
librarian, Duluth; and Joyce Johnson, ele- 
mentary school librarian, Alexandria. The 
arrangements committee for the conference 
was composed of the Brainerd librarians— 
Lois White, Bernice Griggs, and Eileen 
Hanson. Ingrid Miller, senior high school 
librarian, Edina, in charge of entertainment, 
led in group singing and other informal 
activities. She was unexpectedly assisted on 
Saturday evening by Marvin Endersbe and 
the men’s chorus. 

Materials distributed at the conference 
included a bibliography of Library Materials 
on Minnesota, prepared by the Board of 
Education Library of the Minneapolis 
Public Schools, a bibliography of Listening 
Room Recordings in the Alexander Ramsey 
High School Library, and a guide on Plan- 
ning School Library Quarters, and a School 
Library Manual prepared by the Library 
Division of the Minnesota State Department 
of Education. 





School Library Statistics

The statistics of Minnesota school libraries are compiled by the Library Division and 
published once every three years in the last number of each volume of Minnesota Libraries. 
The compilation given here is for the school year 1956-57, and all figures are those taken 
from the annual reports of the schools. Librarians and school administrators are urged 
to examine the statistics and comments for the group that includes their library, and to 
read the general interpretation which follows.

Several changes are apparent in making 
a comparison of the 1956-57 figures for li- 
braries in the smallest graded elementary 
and secondary schools with those published 
in 1954 or in 1951. As might be expected, 
the most obvious one lies in the reduction 
of the total number of schools in this 
group. There were 89 schools in 1951, 57 in 
1954, and only 39 in 1957. Reorganization 
accounted for the change in five of the 
schools, while increased enrollments have 
put more than twice that number into the 
next higher category. The proportion of 
independent graded ‘elementary schools in 
this enrollment group has almost doubled. 


The total amount of money spent for li- 
brary books in these 39 schools was $9,920, 
or an average of $1.54 per pupil. In 1951, 
this average was 88¢, and in 1954 it was 
$1.20. Three years ago, 30°% of the schools 
met the minimum expenditure standards 
for books, while this past year the figure

rose to 4194. However, 40° of the schools 
spent under one dollar per pupil in 1954, 
while only 159% had this dubious distinc- 
tion in 1957 

Four of the 28 librarians serving these 
39 schools held library minors, while three 
others had a few credits in library science. 
Only two librarians spent as much as three 
hours a day in the library. With one ex- 
ception, all of the schools without librarians, 
and those in which a teacher was assigned 
the responsibility for the library, were in- 
dependent elementary schools. 


Group Il 


The number of schools in Group II is 
also below what it was three years ago. 
Unlike Group I, this group includes only 
four independent elementary schools, all 
of the other 199 having twelve grades. 
Among the statistical indications of progress 
are the increase in the expenditure per 
pupil for books (it was 86¢ six years ago,

$1.25 in 1954, and $1.48 in 1957), the 
number of qualified librarians, and the 
amount of time allowed for library work. 
Almost 10° of the librarians were certified 
in 1954, but in 1947 this figure had risen 
to 22%. The number of those having half 
time for library work increased in the 
three year period from 28°% to 53°%. How- 
ever, inadequate reporting makes ‘it. diffi- 
cult to evaluate this increase in time, since 
the figures include some periods when the 
library room is used as a study hall. 


In 1954, 27°% of the schools in this group 
met the minimum expenditure standards; 
in 1955, 41% did so. If the schools spend- 
ing from $1.40 to $1.49 per pupil were 
also to be included, it could be said that 
only half of those in this group were 
meeting minimum standards. The picture is 
brightened a little by the 19°94 of the group 
that spent $2.00 per pupil or more, 7% 
of them going above $2.50, and 1% above 
$3.00. 

It must be noted with regret that 18% 
of the schools spent less than one dollar 
per pupil, seven of them falling below 50¢ 
per pupil. Unqualified personnel, crowded 
schools, and building programs probably 
account for this failure in most cases. 


Group Ill 


There are 22 more schools in this group 
than there were three years ago, two of 
them independent elementary schools. In 
1954, 27% of the librarians were certified, 
while in 1957 the figure had risen to 53° 
Ninety-one per cent of the librarians re- 
ported spending half or more of the school 
day in the library, a somewhat misleading 
figure since it has not been possible to 
evaluate the library periods that include 
supervised study loads. That the employ- 
ment of qualified librarians brings a greater 
response to requests for more time is in- 
dicated by the 16% increase in three years 
in the number of librarians who spend the 
entire day in the library. 


Of the 145 schools, the number meeting 
or going above minimum expenditure 
standards for books came to 28% in 1957, 
an increase of 8°94 over 1954. The number 
of schools spending less than one dollar 
per pupil for books decreased in the three 
year period by 17°; unfortunately, there 
are still 41 schools in this group. 


Group IV 


There were 36 school districts having en- 
rollments of 1,000 to 1,499 in 1957, as com- 
pared to 34 in 1954. Only eight districts 
housed all twelve grades in one building 
and had one library for both elementary and 
secondary school pupils. The other 28 dis- 
tricts had at least one additional building 
for the elementary pupils, most of them 
with their own library rooms. 

Five schools had two librarians. Thirty- 
three of the 41 librarians were qualified. 
Eight had a few credits of library science, 
and for the first time in many years no 
librarians in this group were completely 
without preparation. Thirty-one (75°%) of 
the librarians served on a full time basis, 
two of them in one school system, and 
seven were in the library less than full 
time, but more than half time. All of those 
serving less than half time were in schools 
with two librarians. Only six schools had 
one librarian serving less than full time. 

The average amount spent per pupil 
for books was $1.30, as compared with 
$1.15 in 1954. Three years ago 179% of the 
schools met minimum expenditure stand- 
ards, while 33°% did so in 1957. Two 
schools had a book expenditure of less 
than a dollar per pupil. 


Group V 


In 1954, there were 98 librarians in the 
54 schools having over 1,500 pupils. In 1957, 
there were 150 librarians in 64 schools, 85° 
of whom were qualified. Eighty-six librar- 
ians held profesional library degrees, as 
compared with 77 in 1954, and 53 held 
certification minors in 1957, while only 
13 did so in 1954. The one person who 
had no library training was the fourth 
member of the library staff of a large school 
district and served in a small, outlying 
school. 

The average expenditure per pupil for 
books rose to Sr. 33 (it was $1.10 in 1954), 
due in part to the development of addi- 
tional libraries and the employment of 
more librarians. Three years ago only 18%, 
of the libraries met minimum expenditure 
standards for books, while in 1957, 32% 
did so. It seems almost incredible that yA 
of the schools spent less than a dollar per 
pupil for library books (3194 did so in 
1954), or that 68°{ did not meet the mzni- 
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mum standard of $1.50 per pupil. In a ma- 
jority of cases a low book expenditure cor- 
relates with an overloaded librarian. One 
elementary school librarian serving 3,500 
pupils in five buildings, or one librarian in 
a junior high school with an enrollment of 
1,100, cannot be expected to have much 
time for ordering books. 


Group VI 


This group includes the schools in Min- 
nesota’s three cities. Twelve librarians have 
been added since 1954, three each in Duluth 
and St. Paul, and six in Minneapolis. With 
one exception, all of them spend the entire 
day in the library. Fifty-two librarians had 
full preparation, seven were certified with 
library minors, two librarians in one of the 
school systems were still in the process of 
earning the library credits necessary for 
certification, and one librarian in another 
system had no preparation. 

The book expenditure averaged less per 
pupil than for any other group of schools, 
probably for two reasons. Most of the sec- 
ondary school libraries, especially those at 
the senior high level, have been established 
for many years, and long ago passed the 
stage where they were building basic book 
collections. The second reason deals with 
the libraries, or the lack of them, in the ele- 
mentary schools. Newer patterns are most 
readily accepted by those schools in the 
process of organization and growth, than 
by those with established routines. Yet 
changes are coming, as is shown in one 
school system with an elementary library 
committee of principals and four elementary 
school librarians. 


Summary 


It is impossible for statistics to provide a 
complete picture of a library and the effec- 
tiveness of its service, but any evaluative 
procedure must take them into considera- 
tion. They are the skeleton of the library. 
A record of the amount of time provided 
for the librarian does not tell how that time 
is used, yet a reasonable amount of time is 
needed before any program can be de- 
veloped. A record of the number of books 
bought does not describe their quality or 
their appropriateness, yet without books and 
other materials no service can be given. 

One of the most encouraging trends is 


the increase in the number of qualified li- 
brarians, which is closely related to the 
increase in the number of librarians em- 
ployed and the improvements in the amount 
of time provided for library work in the 
smaller schools. The summary provided for 
each enrollment group describes these gains. 
But we need more of the same, much 
more! All schools with enrollments of a 
thousand need more than one librarian, yet 
there are 18 schools with enrollments of 
1,500 and over (including the three cities) 
where only one librarian is employed. The 
employment of clerical help and the em- 
ployment of the librarian beyond the regu- 
lar school year are other ways of improving 
the personnel picture, and it is encouraging 
to note that recommendations for them are 
beginning to be realized. In group III, for 
example, there were six schools where the 
librarian was employed for more than the 
academic year. 

The amount per pupil spent for books 
has increased in each of the six groups, and 
for the schools as a whole, the average per 
pupil book expenditure for 1954 was 97¢ 
and that for 1957 was $1.24. Some of this 
increase, however, must be credited to es- 
tablishment funds for twelve of the new 
libraries. The provision of such funds is 
most desirable and well worth any distor- 
tion they may cause in the statistical com- 
pilation. 

The discrepancies between the number of 
books purchased and the amounts spent for 
books, or between the budget provided and 
the actual book expenditure, call for serious 
consideration on the part of both superin- 
tendents and librarians. In Group III, where 
the enrollments are between 500 to 999, 32 
of the 145 schools, almost a fourth of them, 
had a marked discrepancy between the 
budget for books and the amounts spent. 
Possible sources of trouble include the fol- 
lowing: (1) the librarian is not informed 
about the budget (a responsibility which 
must be shared by both the superintendent 
and the librarian); (2) the librarian has in- 
sufficient time and help, clerical or pro- 
fessional; (3) there is no considered plan 
for ordering that prevents either books or 
bills from arriving after the close of the 
school year; (4) the librarian does not keep 
an accurate account of funds budgeted and 
spent for various purposes, and (5) the li- 
brarian is not a qualified person who is 
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prepared for this work, or the methods and 
procedures used are outmoded or inefh- 
cient. 

Another area needing attention is the size 
of the book collection, particularly in the 
smaller schools. The exact number of books 
required in the library of a certain size 
school is not available at this time, but 
it takes only a brief scrutiny of the various 
reading abilities and interests of the pupils 
in any grade and the hundreds of topics 
included in either the science or the social 
studies curriculum to realize that a collec- 
tion of two or three thousand books is in- 
sufficient to satisfy these needs. The book 
collection in many schools (and not all of 
them have small enrollments) needs to be 
doubled immediately before it is moderately 
satisfactory for pupils or teachers. 

The need for larger book collections must 
not be considered without the equally great 
need for appropriate, up-to-date, clean, at- 
tractive books. If many schools need more

books, an equally large number need to 
have their present book collections thor- 
oughly weeded. A check was made of the 
libraries in Group III where more than a 
hundred books had been discarded in 
1953-54, and 73 of the 145 schools failed 
to qualify, most of them having discarded 
no books during that period. Even if the li- 
brarian thinks he is without time for this 
job or where an uninformed superintendent 
is opposed, it is inconceivable that any book 
collection receiving moderate use will not 
have at least a dozen worn out books to 
be discarded each year! 

Even the most cursory glance reveals 
that progress has been made in many areas, 
yet no amount of progress can conceal the 
fact that most of Minnesota’s school l1- 
braries (along with those in the other 47 
states) have a long way to go before they 
are prepared to make their just contribu- 
tion to the educational program.

7Public library provides service to some schools. 
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Anoka County Library 


There is lots of big news this time. The 
Anoka Board of County Commissioners 
acted officially in November by voting to 
establish the Anoka County Library and 
assessing one mill for the library fund. 
They have announced the appointment of 
the following members of the County Li- 
brary Board: Mrs. Grace Davis, St. Francis; 
Mrs. Frank Hady, Coon Rapids; Mr. Wil- 
liam McKenzie, Circle Pines; Mrs. John N. 
Freeburg, Anoka; and Mrs. Leonard Keyes, 
Columbia Heights. This board is now busy 


drawing up a plan of library service which 
will include service contracts with the 
Anoka and Columbia Heights public 1i- 
braries, and working out a proposed bud- 
get in order to present an application for 
aid to the State Board of Education at its 
next meeting. We expect to carry a com- 
plete account of the plan, application and 
grant in our next issue. 


The Bookmobiles 


We also want to report the excitement 
which attended the delivery of the two new 


bookmobiles to the Library Division. They 
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are sky blue and pearl gray, and are indeed 
beautiful. They are the first to be owned 
by the state. 

On Tuesday, December 3, Governor Or- 
ville L. Freeman inspected them in the 
presence of Mr. D. K. Berninghausen, 
President of the Minnesota Library As- 
sociation, the Commissioner of Education, 
representatives of the press, and the staff 
of the Library Division with others from 
the Department of Education. 

He hailed them as evidence of “some 
tangible progress in our new library de- 
velopment,” and went on to say: 

“We hope that these will have real in- 
fluence in bringing together books and 
people in our unserved rural areas. The 
bookmobile will provide an additional op- 
portunity for advancing personal education 
among adults, as well as being valuable for 
cultural and recreational purposes.” 

Use of the bookmobiles is outlined in a 
special section elsewhere in this issue. 


Campaign Workshop 


Still another big event transpired in No- 
vember. The Library Division held a work- 
shop for lay leaders of county library cam- 
paigns in St. Paul on Friday, November 
15. We were especially fortunate in secur- 
ing Miss Edna Bothe, Director of Field 
Services for the Missouri State Library, to 
act as special consultant for the workshop. 
Her extensive experience with the establish- 
ment and operation of multi-county li- 
braries in Missouri enabled her to make a 
splendid contribution to our multi-county 
library movement here in Minnesota. 

The workshop participants were drawn 
from counties which are actively engaged in 
multi-county library promotion. Invitations 
were sent to all counties where the Library 
Division is aware of citizen activity and 
interest in the new program. Twenty-six 
people from 18 different counties accepted 
and were able to attend. A number of 
people who had accepted were kept away 
by last minute circumstances, and in a 
few cases we were unable to find an in- 
terested person who could accept. The 
counties represented and their representa- 
tives were as follows:

The program lasted all day. It began with 
a presentation of the success of the multi- 
county idea in Missouri, and how it works. 
The rest of the day was divided into panel 
and question and answer sessions on getting 
started in Minnesota. Miss Mayne, Miss 
Hebrink and Mr. Smith participated in the 
leadership of the workshop with Miss 
Bothe. 


One of the results of this workshop is a 
manual “Campaigning for Library Serv- 
ice.” A copy of this manul will be sent to 
any county or multi-county campaign lead- 
ers who write for it. We hope to conduct 
similar workshops, perhaps on a regional 
basis, in the near future. 

We are beginning to receive reports from 
some county committees which show that 
they have been very busy ever since re- 
turning home from the workshop. At least 
three county-wide committees have already 
been organized, and others are getting or- 
ganized this month. The workshop stressed 
the importance of going into a library cam- 
paign with a fully developed organization 
with representatives on it from all parts 
and places in the county. These organiza- 
tions are the local goals for December.
